American warships and swarm s of 
fighter-bombers covered the land­ 
ing, pouring a storm of shells, 
bombs and machine-gun fire into 
German detachments as they surg­ 
ed down the beach to give battle. 
The surprise element which con­ 
tributed to the success of the out­ 
flanking of the San Agata-Sesaro 
line from the sea at the week-end 
was lacking, but the Americans 
broke up the counterattacks, and 
a field dispatch said they had suc­ 
cessfully established a bridgehead.” 
The action, near the mouth of 
the nazi river 40 miles due west of 
Messina,

area between the main American 
army attacking frontally along the 
North coast and the landing party 
at th* rear.

The second daring landing by U. 
S. Seventh Army troops ram m ed 
com bat forces ashore before dawn 
near the Cape, under 
cover 
of 
American w ar ships th at helped 
in repulsing fierce nazi counter­ 
attacks. Allied planes assisted the 
attack. 
These troops and other Am erican 
forces fighting w estw ard m ade con­ 
tact and closed a seven-m ile gap 
between them , forcing a G erm an 
retreat. 
This am phibious flank attack fol­ 
lowed one three days earlier when 
Seventh Army units cut in behind 
San Agata to collapse enem y resis­ 
tance there.

13 COMMUNICABLE 
DISEASES REPORTED 
FOR MONTH OF JUNE 


A total of 13 communicable dis­ 
eases were reported to the Corsi- 
cana-Navarro County Health De­ 
partment in July—nn even 13 more 
than were reported in June ac­ 
cording to the monthly report re­ 
leased Thursday by Dr. F. E. Sad­ 
ler. director. 
Total reportable diseases for the 
year numbered 53, the report show­ 
ed. 
Malaria rases led the list with six 
reported in July, none in June, and 
a total of six for the first seven 
months of 1943. 
Three cases of typhus were re­ 
ported in July, none in June and 
total of three for the year. 
Two cases of diphtheria were re­ 
ported in July, none in June, with 
total of four for the year. 
One Case Polio 
Other cases in July included one 
infantile paralysis which was the 
first for the year; and one measles, 
the fourth for the year. 
Other diseases reported during 
the year but which did not appear 
in the county in either June or 
July include, chicken pox four, In­ 
fluenza 
eight, 
pneumonia 
three, 
scarlet 
fever four, smallpox six, 
tuberculosis 
five, 
and 
whooping 
cough five. 
According to the report, the de­ 
partment’s facilities were utilized 
in 
July 
for 
typhoid clinics at 
Round Prairie, Barry, Kerens, Rice, 
and Currie in addition to the reg­ 
ular office clinics every Saturday 
morning. 
Immunised Against Typhoid. 
In this connection, 343 persons 
were immunized against 
typhoid 
during the month, 
bringing 
the 
year's total typhoid immunizations 
to 2,321. Seventy-seven persons were 
given typhoid shots in June. 
Three persons were immunized 
against smallpox in July bringing 
the year's smallpox vaccinations to 
6,983. The report showed 38 diph­ 
theria immunizations for children 
under one year of age for the first 
seven months of 1943, 
and 
486 
diphtheria immunizations for chil­ 
dren one through four years for the 
year. Diphtheria immunization for 
persons five years old and up were 
given to 1,807 persons during the 
year.
